Homes On Wheels Needing 
Special Tax, Auditor Says 


Fam ilies living in trailers now 
are required to pay an annual 
tax of $18. 
A law requiring the tax was 
passed by the last state legisla­ 
ture, making it effective April I. 
An uninhabited trailer is not 
subject to the tax, according 
to County Auditor Fred 
Tip­ 
ton. The trailer becomes tax­ 
able as soon as it is occupied, 
unless it bears a license plate 
issued in another state. 
If licensed in 
another state, 
the trailer is exempt from the 
tax for 90 days, provided no one 
living in the trailer is employed 
in Ohio. 
When any person living in a 
house trailer bearing a license 
plate issued in another state ac­ 
cepts em ploym ent in Ohio, 
an 
application and payment of the 
tax m ust be made immediately 
following 
a 
30-day 
exemption 
period. The exemption period be­ 
gins with the first day of em­ 
ployment.

A virtual admission that the 
Communist Party in Italy has 
lost a great deal of ground dur­ 
ing the last year was seen today 
in Communist Leader 
Palmiro 
Togliatti’s call for 
Red

sentation in Premier Alcide de 
G asperi’s cabinet. 
Togliatti, who recently return­ 
ed to Rome from Moscow, made 
his proposal at a congress of the 
Italian Communist Party. 
Observers generally believe 
that 
Togliatti 
realizes 
that 
further loss of ground is inevi­ 
table unless lie can restore his 
party’s prestige in some such 
manner. 
There seems to be no question 
that 
lie 
received 
instructions 
while in Moscow 
to take 
any 
steps necessary to bolster the or­ 
ganization. There 
have

numerous defections — some by 
high-ranking leaders. 
Conservative estimates

who have become

veering toward the right. 
Italian Communism is unique 
in the world. 
The country, of course, is 
Roman Catholic anti many It­ 
alian men anti 
women have 
been placed in a difficult men­ 
tal position by the action of 
Pope Pius in excommunictaing 
those who preach or practise 
Communism. 
It is left to the discretion 
of 
local bishops, however, to carry 
out

tions decrees. Apparently Ital­ 
ian Communists have 
f o u n d 
some temporary means of re­ 
conciling innate piety with Com­ 
munist atheism. 
De Gasperi is trying to bridge

COLUMBUS. 
April 
7 — The 
Ohio Council of Churches 
has 
launched an 18-month fund-rais­ 
ing drive to build a skyscraper 
temple of good will in Columbus 
aim ed at housing the 
national 
headquarters of all m ajor Prot­ 
estant denominations. 
The council 
a l r e a d y 
has 
bought one and a half blocks of 
land in the heart of the city at a 
cost of $605,000 for the building. 
An invitation has been extend­ 
ed to the National 
Council 
of 
Churches to move its m ain offic­ 
es into the proposed 
structure 
which is to contain an auditor­ 
ium, banquet hall, chapel, con­ 
ference rooms, offices and hotel 
rooms. Parking space for 2,500 
cars also is planned.

Dr. B. F. Lam b, 
president of the Ohio Council and 
instigator of the temple plan, ex­ 
plained the size of the building 
depends on how many denom i­ 
nations accept his invitations to 
inhabit it. 
Dr, Lam b estim ated the cost 
of the temple might be as little 
as $10 million or run to more 
than $20 million.

As we saw’ last week, slavery 
J was for several thousand years 
m an's inhumane answ er to the 
desire of individuals to accum u­ 
late property and power, p o * - 
sible only through the work of 
others. 
In early historic times various 
craftsm en were beginning to ap­ 
pear 
to do 
m an ’s w ork; 
for 
example, blacksmiths, shoem ak­ 
ers, pottery m akers, 
and 
c a r­ 
penters. These w’ere the begin­ 
nings of specialized work done 
away from home by free men of 
( unusual skill. 
Says Viteles: “ In the Homeric 
Age. for example, trades c a r­ 
ried on outside the home were 
only four in num ber, distinguish­ 
ed by the m aterials with which 
the craftsm en worked, namely, 
tekton (wood), chalkeus (m etal), 
skytotomos (ieather), and kera- 
meus (clay). 
By the 7th century B.C. there 
were eight crap guilds in Rome: 
| “ These were the flute blowers, 
I goldsmiths, 
h o u s e - builders, 
dyers, shoem akers, tanners, cop­ 
persmiths, and potters,” But it 
was not until the Middle Ages 
that these organizations becam e 
of 
widespread 
significance 
in 
doing m an's work. The increas­ 
ed industrial life of m an which 
these growing crafts imply has 
caused the period from the lith 
century to the m achine age to 
be called “ the handicraft e ra .” 
In 1390. 38 crafts participated 
in a single parade in England: 
1 “ Among them were m asons and i 
plum bers; 
tanners, 
skinners, 
saddlers, glovers, and girdlers; 
tailors, weavers, fullers, cover- 
let-m akers; goldsmiths, smiths, 
cutlers, latteners. 
and furbish­ 
e s ; bowlers, turners, spom ers. 
ladlers, coopers, a rro v m ak ers, 
and bow’yers; butchers, bakers, 
fishmongers, 
chandlers, 
and 
vintners.” 
The real turning point in m an's 
industrial h i s t o r y , however, ! 
cam e in the latter p art (V the 
18th century. Then it was that 
the 
most laborious 
phases of 
m a n ’s toil began to be done by 
m eans of machines. Fairly early 
in historic times m an had invent­ 
ed the wheel, the l e v e r , 
the 
forge, etc. But the only power 
which he had been able to de­ 
velop by which to use these m a­ 
chines were human, 
a n i m a l , 
small applications of water pow­ 
er. and windmills. 
Hayward and Johnson have 
well pointed out the significance 
of this when they say: “ Thus for 
nearly 40 centuries the manner

. . . . Therefore, 
in 
studying 
how 
modern 
people 
cam e 
to 
work as they do, there is not 
much to be gained by paying at­ 
tention to the details of w’hat 
went on in these 40 centuries.” 
In 1769 Jam es Watt secured a 
patent for his new invention, the 
steam engine. The principle in­ 
volved 
in this new’ discovery 
seems so simple that looking 
back 
upon 
this 
epoch-making 
event, one is am azed that it war 
not thought of sooner. 
In the words of the above-men­ 
tioned authors: “ In their forges 
men had been using fire 
f o r 
thousands of years to help them 
with their work. In their grist­ 
mills they had been using w’ater 
f ir the sam e purpose almost as 
long. Watt did no more t h a n 
make fire and w’ater work to­ 
gether. He put his w ater in a 
boiler and built his fire under it: 
and with the resulting steam he 
drove his engine.” 
By 1781 he had perfected his 
invention to the point of being 
able to produce steam engines in 
fairly large num bers. The year 
1781, therefore, m arks the 
be­ 
gging of a new era rn hum an 
history. Man had at last made 
the astonishing discovery that he 
could harness the power poten­ 
tial in nature to do his w’ork for 
him. And not only that, but this 
power was practically inexhaust­ 
ible and incredibly inexpensive. 
Electric power, which has begun 
to supplant steam , m akes t h e 
machine even more efficient. 
So, the work of modern man is 
done more and more by the m a­ 
chine. each being operated by an 
individual who has been t e c h ­ 
nically trained to guide it in the 
perform ance 
of 
its

task in the ceaseless and bewil­

WILL your teeth last as long 
as you do? The answer depends 
to a great extent on the care you 
give them, particularly during 
the middle and later 20’s. It is 
during this period th at most 
people show the first signs of py­ 
orrhea, a disease which brines 
prem ature loss of teeth to so 
many. 
Fortunately, this disorder Is 
easily checked lf treatm ent Is be­ 
gun in the early stages. It usually 
starts as a simple Inflammation 
of ‘he gums, known as rringlvtM* 
Ti s is caused by a d e p o it of 
tarter, a hard, cement-like mu 
terlal, along the gum margins. 
Tooth Surface 
To

from this source, the ta rta r must 
be scraped away by the dentist 
The ta rta r not only collects on 
the tooth surface outside of the 
gums, but underneath as well. 
Here it irritates the gum tissues 
and causes trouble. 
If the condition is not correct­ 
ed, w hat are known as pyorrhea 
pockets often form. Pyorrhea is a 
m uch harder condition to treat 
than simple gum inflammation 
There are two kinds of pyor­ 
rhea. In one kind there are no 
outward signs until the teeth be­ 
gin to get loose. This type, it is 
thought, occurs mostly among 
people whose diets are lacking 
in the necessary m inerals and 
vitamins. 
T artar on Teeth 
The other kind begins as an 
accum ulation of tarta r on the 
teeth, which pushes further and 
further under the gums. So mer 
or later this tarta r reaches the 


t >: ti so ;et where the root of 
the tooth tits snugly into the iaw- 
j bone. As more and more of the 
hard tartar gathers and pushes 
fur lier and further toward the 
'< root, the bone draws away from 
the tooth and what is known as 
a pocket forms. This pocket, lf 
the condition is neglected, grad­ 
ually becomes deeper and infec­ 
tion sets in, infected m aterial 
accumulates, and there is a bad 
odor to the breath.

While the United States tries to give Latin America a sense of 
common causa in the struggle against Communism, the La Prensa 
Incident la emphasizing disunity and Healing the headlines.*

By 1950 the mileage in- 
crease had changed the figure to 
one patrolman for every 28 mil- ; 
lion miles traveled. 
One out of every five acci­ 
dents takes the patrol off the

the patrol claims, adding: 
"This service is necessitated

Although 
bud development has been slow, 
the early apple varieties, such as

Grimes, Duchess and Rome are 
in the green tip stag* 
in

area. 
During the next warm, rainy 
period there will be some 
dis­ 
charge of apple scab spores in 
the Warren, Cincinnati, Adams, 
Jackson, Lawrence and Athens 
area. Therefore, before the next 
rain period, growers in t h e s e 
areas are advised to supply one 
of the sulfur fungicides recom­ 
mended in the 1951 fruit splay 
program bulletin. 
Apple growers who have been 
unable to apply a dormant oil 
spray because of advancement 
of the buds, may still apply the 
superior type oil safely in the de­ 
layed dormant period.
